How To Destroy 
Probably the best 
! things considered, is the one recoin- 
J mended by Prof. G. IL Lamson of 
I the Connecticut Agricultural Col- 
i loge. This is pure barium carbon­ 
ate which may be obtained from 
I most drug stores at a very reason- 
! able price. 
When used in small quantities it 
is not dangerous to larger animals. 
I hat is why it is so good to use on 
farms where other animals are 
raised as well as poultry. The poi­ 
son, however, should be placed so 
that the birds cannot get at it. And 
it is better to use this poison out­ 
side of the poultry houses. 
One 
part of barium carbonate, by weight 
mixed with four parts by weight of 
corn meal and made into dough by 
adding water, makes a very tasty 
rat poison. Place one teaspoonful 
of tile dough in each place rats are 
known to visit frequently. This 
poison may also be spread on a 
slice of moistened bread. 
Another good feature of this poi­ 
son is that it works slowly. Thus, 
permitting the rats to get away 
from the buildings in search of 
water before they die. 
Death is 
caused by destruction of the stom­ 
ach lining. 
There 
are 
other 
rat 
poisons 
that are effective. Rat-Scent which 
is commercially prepared is very 
good. 
When using a commercial 
poison fellow the manufacturer’s in­ 
structions closely, for best results. 
Sometimes it is best to use two 
forms of poison, alternating them, 
until the rats are entirely elimin­ 
ated. Rats are very apt to refuse 
to touch a po1*son bait if the same 
type is used too long. 
Good Floors Help 
I'hc lives of baby chicks can be 
protected by putting a good double 
floor in the brooder house. If the 
floor is well built with,matched lum­ 
ber, and painted with a creosote so­ 
lution occasionally, there is not 
much danger from 
rats coming 
through. 
If the brooder house has a dirt 
floor, one 
inch 
poultry 
netting 
should 
be 
well 
fastened 
clear 
around the base of the house and 
extending down into the ground to 
the depth of one foot. Or the floor 
can be made rat-proof by filling in 
with a lean mixture of concrete. A 
well made concrete floor and found­ 
ation is always a good protection 
against rats.
